The annual meeting of the Foothills 
Little Bow Municipal Districts Assn 
ciation-was held in the Oddfellows’

WHEREAS, in parts of. this Prov¬ 
ince, colonies of Doukhobors have es¬ 
tablished themselves on small tracts 
of land, as small in some cases as two 
sections or'less, on which there arc 
residents of nearly two hundred, con 
tributing only a small amount in tax 
es to the Municipal District; 

AND WHEREAS this crowded con¬ 
dition makes it impossible for all of 
them to make a living from the pro 
duce of the land, thus placing an un¬ 
just burden on the municipal district 
which they in turn are unable to beai 

AND WHEREAS, these people were 
brought from Europe by the Federal 
Government and given special privil¬ 
eges, such as immunity from military- 
service and the great majority of 
them have never become naturalized

WHEREAS, the Piovincial Govern¬ 
ment through the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment has guaranteed certain bank 
loans to provide for seed grain dur¬ 
ing the year 1937, and where as muni¬ 
cipal districts comprising our associa¬ 
tion have borrowed from their bank- 
on this guarantee, and whereas the 
Collection Branch of the Department 
of Municipal Affairs has issued in¬ 
structions in a circular letter dated 
August *26th, 1937, para. (4J says: “In¬ 
terest charged by the banks is to be at 
the rate of 4 per cent, per annum and 
must be calculated at periods of not 
less than six months. At sOfch times 
any interest as set out in Section 3, 
must be paid by funds withdrawn 
from your general amount - and not' 
from any monies collected as principal

Last year, Canada remembered her war dead in so in¬ 
spiring a fashion at Vimy—the memorial itself, the Pi! 
''rimage of veterans and mothers and wives, the participa¬ 
tion of the King, the President of the French Republic, the

Some expression of that feeling is yery likely to be made 
by Canadians on November 11th this year, when, with the 
appeal of the Poppy Fund, the opportunity is given to ren¬ 
der some measures of gratitude to those who, one might 
say, fell in the w r ar but did not die.

Wounded, damaged in body and 
spirit, these multitudes of ourifellow men have survived 
twenty years of pain and handicap, of distress, frustration 
and disappointment in the daily race of life, regardless of 
all the help government and municipalities can devise for 
them. On the base of the indescribably beautiful mentor 
ial on Vimy Ridge, there are carved in the solid stone, the 
names of the 11,283 Canadian soldiers whose bodies have 
never been found, whose names do not appear on a head¬ 
stone in any of the numerous Canadian cemeteries scatter¬ 
ed over France and Flaaders. Thus no man is forgotten. 
The Poppy Fund, insofar as the funds it can raise permit, 
has attempted to see that no man of those living be forgot¬ 
ten. The things government cannot undertake to supply/ 
clothing, furniture, the simple amenities of comfort in a 
home, are the routine provisions of the Poppy Fund. It al.->o 
meets certain kinds of emergencies medical and domestic. 
Its work is practically all voluntary. It tries to be, on be¬ 
half of its countless contributors on Poppy Day, the good 
Samaritan to the forgotten fringes of the veteran prub 
lent. 

The Canadian Legion which conducts the campaign in 
Canada is only one Unit of the British Empire Service 
League, which next week, in its world-wide associations in 
the British Empire, is selling poppies to fellow Britishers 
in every corner of the globe. Tne British peoples have then- 
various national holidays and red. letter days, but in the 
fight you make on Poppy Day, you are sharing in a duty uni 
versally British.

In 
many of the weekly papers all along the Edmonton to Mac- 
leod lines, letters are quoted from appreciative organiza¬ 
tions of the dry districts. ThCre is no doubt that the dis¬ 
tribution is being efficiently carried out by the agencies at 
the receiving end, and grateful acknowledgment is made to 
the individual donors, the organizers, the railways and the 
government for their respective share in providing greatly- 
needed supplies. 

One letter is specific of acknowledgment, stating that a 
carload of vegetables will serve the needs of almost 90“ 
people for three months. That brings the picture of a 
whole settlement assured of essential bodily requirements 
through the thoughtfulness of a neighboring community. 
In the Hanna district country people nocked into town to 
share in the distribution of 36 tons of apples sent from 
Okanagan Valley, and the statement is that 4,000 people 
have benefitted from this generosity.

Grain with this characteristic pro-' 
duces a flour with an inferior color and 
is degraded .into the lower grades ac¬ 
cording to the intensity of the bronzy 
Color on the grain. 

Black-Point 

“Black-Point” or “smudge” is the 
common name given to a black or 
brownish coloration of the seed coat 
in some instances the discoloration i3 
confined solely to the germ end and 
varies from a very slight infection u 
the top to a light smoky color of this 
portion of the kernel. In other in¬ 
stances the damage is more extensive 
and may vary from a dark discolora¬ 
tion along or inride the crease to a 
complete discoloration of the entire 
seed coat with consequent damage in 
color to the endosperm and the result¬ 
ing flour. For this reason wheat with 
this defect is degraded depending up¬ 
on the number of infected kernels and 
the amount of the infection on the 
kernel. This condition is indicated by 
the term “black-point.” 

Weed Stain 

Another damage prevalent th’s year 
is the discoloration of the weed stain. 
This damage is mostly caused by the 
wheat coming into contact with moist 
weed seeds after cutting and during 
threshing. The result is s omet hing 
deep inky discoloration of thewteat 
which necessitates the lowering of too 
grade.

Provincial M.L.A. at Vernon, B.C.. 
Says .70,000 Out of 91,000 Farmers in 
Hands of E’inancial Institutions 

(From Vernon News, B.C.) 

“David Lush, M.L.A. for Empress, 
Alta., has been travelling in the Okan¬ 
agan and at the coast for the last two 
weeks, his primary object being to se¬ 
cure supplies of apples for Alberta so 
that people in that'province may com¬ 
bat the ravages of scurvy and se¬ 
cure better quality foodstuffs than the 
relief allowance permits of purchasing. 
Mr. Lusk presented his appeal vividly 
to the Rotary club at Vernon on Mon¬ 
day last. y7 

“In thanking the speaket^for Ji's 
address, C. A. Hayden, who, as secre¬ 
tary of the B.C.F.G.A. had much to <lq 
with Mr. Lush’s itinerary in the val¬ 
ley, pointed out that Mr. Lush and 
all other M.L.A.’s in the drought aiea 
are using their indemnities entirely 
for relief work. His time is being giv¬ 
en free, also. 

“Alberta embraces within its bound¬ 
aries approximately 97,000 fhrms," 
Mr.. Lusk pointed out to Rotarians. Of 
this number some 70,000—as the direct' 
result of drought and successive cron 
failures—are in the hands of financial 
institutions. Actually conditions ar? 
w-orse than this, Mr. Lush said, as 
many of the farmers owe from $5,000 
to $10,000 without one cent of equity 
in their properties. 

“This has brought on a condition 
among those on relief that is utterly 
impossible for you men who have not 
been there, to understand,” Mr. Lush 
declared. “The poverty stricken stale 
of the people is impossible to grasp.” 
•In his own constituency, he added, 90 
per cent, of all farmers are on relief. 
The towns and small cities average 
between 40 and 50 percent. 

“The relief allowance is not suffic¬ 
ient to enable families to feed them 
selves properly. A government clinic 
after concluding a survey of a certain 
section in the drought area, reported 
that 84 per cent, of all school child¬ 
ren were suffering from -malnutrition 
‘To obtain aid for those children- 
that is why I’m here,’ Mr. Lush said” 

The speaker estimated that there 
are 33,000 people in the drought sec¬ 
tion who will have to take all neces¬ 
sities of life—food, shelter, fuel, cloth¬ 
ing—supplied them by authorities thi.- 
winter. Approximately 92 carloads oi 
vegetables have been donated by conn 
munities in the . province’s northern 
sections, an amount large enough to 
fulfill needs in this regard. 

It is fruit that is most vitally need 
now, Mr. Lush declared. This yeai 
for the first time, Alberta has set qt; 
a comprehensive scheme to seem, 
fruits and vegetables and the Okanag¬ 
an was turned to as one of the main 
sources of supply.

Peculiar Quirks 

“There is a peculiar quirk in human 
psychology which seems to demand thn 
dranlatic,” writes Dr. Gordon Bates, of 
the Health League of Canada. 

“An epidemic of infantile paralysis 
seems to be in the same class as the 
sinking of the Titanic because to some 
degree the circumstances are similar. 
Yet the sudden dramatic death in ar. 
epidemic is not the only death. Un¬ 
heralded and unsung death has its 
daily victories without benefit of pub¬ 
licity.” 

Speaking of Ontario, Dr. Bates-says 
that the greatest number of deaths in 
a single year from infantile paraly¬ 
sis is 92, but there have been 745 
deaths from diphtheria, 565 from auto 
accidents, and more than 3,000 from, 
cancer. 

The treatment of diphtheria is 
known; toxoid will prevent it. Auto¬ 
mobile accidents can he prevented by 
reasonable care. Many deaths .from 
cancer could be avoided by periodic 
health examination. 

There is no panic in connection with 
the -epidemic of infantile paralysis. 
But there is the element of mystery 
and the dread fear of its finger prints. 
—Vernon News.

This figure includes only taxes 
which are capable of being easily de¬ 
termined, tho?e that have to be direct¬ 
ly charged by those handling gasoline 
in one or the other of its various stag¬ 
es on its way to the consumer. In 
freight bills, in motor trucking, in the 
dealer’s spread, and in perhaps half 
a dozen other ways, there are other 
fhrms of undcteimine taxation which 
ordinary processes of coniputatin can¬ 
not easily segregate.
